ESQUIMAU GAMES, 


Tuvorllo Gambling: Diversions of tlt« In- 


habitants of tho Arctic Regions. 


A favorite Esquimau amusement is 


(o lake one of tbe long-handled ususk- 
'ox cups, and, partially filling it with 
soup or stew, whirl it around on a 
board or flat rock in the center of a 
group collected to play the game; tho 
person lo whom the handle of the cup 
points when it has stopped turning is 
the victor, and can appropriate tha 
contents of tho cup. This game is not 
so much played by the children ns by 
tho old women of the tribe, and I am 
.sorry to say that this simple game is 
often used by them as a means of gam- 
bling. 
When the person to whom the 


handle is pointed has taken out the 
article placed in the cup (or alongside 
it, if it be too large) some other article 
must bo placed in it or alongside it, 
and a brisk twirl is then given it that 
sends it spinning around again four or 
live times before it settles to a rest and 
the handle designates the new victor. 
1 have said this is a kind of gambling, 
because the lucky one often puts in the 
musk-ox horn cup thing? much more 
valuable than aro taken out, the only 
idea of value among the Esquimaux be- 
ing the present necessity for an article. 
A needle that is wanted for use im- 
mediately is more valuable, in their 
eyes than the horn cup which holds it, 
although it may have taken them • 
month to make the cup.—Lieutenant 
Frederick Kclauatka, \n at, Nicholas.

About the JNew Coal Shaft-Other 


Mining Chat 


It was on April 81,1884, that the first shovel 


full of dirt WBS lifted for the new coal shaft 
hole, on the ground north of the Illinois Mid- 
land depot, and to-day the wide hole Is sunk to 
a depth of ZW feet. The Deoatur company 
was unfortunate some months ago In striking 
a lot of quicksand, and all the work done pre- 
viously was lost to them. They had too much 
money Invested In the enterprise, and without 
delay they renewed operations and soon were 
bosses of the situation. There are now 15 men 
working steadily In and about the shaft, under 
the direction of tho superintendent, Mr. Mark 
Moran, who Is a miner of years of experience 
and Is a courteous gentleman. He has kept a 
record of the character of tho earth passed 
through since the work began, li Is given be- 
low:

The above will be Interesting to students of 


geology and those concerned In mining oper- 
ations. The diggers aro now passing through 
a roduiBh substance, and are working quite 
rapidly. The company hope to strike a pay- 
ing vela of coal at a depth of BOO feet. Their 
faith seems to be loundedon a rock, lor they 
are now going ahead In their preparations for 
the construction of a large and expensive 
tower. The 125 horse power boilers, made ill 
tho Docatur Novelty Works, aro nnw on tim- 
bers near tho shaft. They will bo puton brick 
foundations and under a roof as quickly as 
possible, when tho old machinery will be cast 
aside. It Is Intended to build tho now tower 
larirer than tho one at tho other mine, and ndd 
Improvements so that coal rimy bo screono1 
more satlnlHclorlly and more raplilly. Opera. 
tors at tho new mine, when ooul Is reached, 
will nmko thuir homos oust of tho Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad, where new dwellings will soon 
spring up. 


The now shaft will servo as an eacapomont 


or connection with tho llrst mine. The com- 
pany are working gradually toward the new 
sbnl't. They are cuttlug a gallery aboutfiO feet 
witle and (I to 7 1'cot deep toward the now shaft. 
The miners aro now about at tho corner of 
KiiBlNorth and Illinois streets.. If no accident 
occurs, the coal In tho now mine will bo reach- 
ed before the connecting gallery Is completed, 
and then tho operators In the now mine will 
tlrst work toward tho old mine and complete 
the connection before working In any other 
direction. 


Tho miners dig under lots and streets, but 


the depth la BO great and the seam BO Insignifi- 
cant, that the excavations occasion nomlsglv- 
lims and cannot create any duinngc. 


A QuM>r Case. 


Charley Adams, quite boozy, created a 


sensation last night by falling in a sup- 
posed fit on the pavement, in front of 
Charley Hartley's restaurant. To some 
the fellow appeared to be in a dying 
state, and a messenger was sent after 
Coroner Perl to take charge of the prom- 
ising subject for a "stiff." Perl appeared 
with a cooling board tinder his arm, and 
soon Adams was carried to the coroner's 
office. He lay upon the board with his 
eyes wide open and set and his jaws ajar. 
In this condition Dr. Harsha and tho offi- 
cers found him. The fellow, though he 
acted queerly,didn't seem to be in a hurry 
to die off, and as .the crowd gathered and 
filled the room, remarks were general ns 
to the cause of Adams' condition. Cap- 
tain Hewes satisfied himself that the fel- 
low was a fraud, and was giving the 
crowd and the coroner a "game.'1 The 
entertainment closed by Adams being 
hustled off to the jail, where he recovered 
hia activity and rested in a cell. Adams 
is said to have played the same game at 
Mattoon, and got what he wanted, a 
night's lodging and something to eat. 
He ought to receive a week of hard work 
on the chain gang, and then be fired out 
of the city on ten minutes' notice. Cor- 
oner Perl is not inclined to talk glibly 
about the affair. 


Found Dead. 


H. C. o'Donald, telegraph operator for 


the Illinois Central railroad, was found 
dead in his bed at Clinton yesterday. He 
had taken an overdose of chloroform to 
appease intense pain caused by rheuma- 
tism of the heart. 


A Hitch on License. 


It has been announced that Monticollo 


went 54 for license on the 21st, but ac- 
cording to the Herald of that town, the 
dispensers of the fiery fluid are having 
more or less trouble. Said the Herald 
of the 29th: "There appears to be a hitch 
in the licensing of saloons in this city 
(Monticello). Although the council will 
undoubtedly soon pass an ordinance li- 
censing saloons, yet, so far, the would-be 
saloonists have been unable to find loca- 
tions. Property-owners will not rent to 
them, on account o£ the danger attached. 
On account of the fire ordinance none 
but brick buildings can be erected within 
two blocks of the square, and there are 
no briok to be bought here now; end no 
buildings can be bought except et good 
round figures. Getting license does not 
appear to be so eaay a thing as some peo- 
ple imagined."
